Memoréndum by the Secretéry of Stute

My collészgues are ftmilier with the main features 
of the Provinciél Autonomy scheme. «© Tnis plén was put 
forward by my predecessor, wés adopted by the Anglo-ainvrican 
expérts, nd wes ennounced in Pirlicisent by the Lord President 
ag the basis for consultation with the Are&bs end the Jews. 
It wes, however, élways realised that the primury requirement 
of the Provincial Autonomy plein wis the willingness of the 
two communitics to operate it end unfortunetely both 
communities hive wlreédy voiced their refusél to Go so. 
Without such willingness the plén is & puper plan only. Its 
success depends on the co-operétion of the two communities and 
such co-operation cannot, in existing circumstéinces, be achieved 
nor is it Likely to be achieved for « long time to come. 
So long és the plan leveves the ultiméte policy to be pursued 
in Pelestine for future determinetion it will continue to be 
rejected by both perties;. if thet policy is declared in 
adwenes it will be rejected even more vehemently by one of 
them. The Arabs would téke no pirt in Provincitl autonomy 
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to be followed by Partition, the Jews would take none in 
Provinciél Autonomy to be followed by & unitery State. It 
hes become cleer thet the Jews will accept no solution which 
denies their claim to otetechood; moreover, the High 
Commissioner his pointed out the grive Caministrative 
difficulties inherent in the Operation of the plén heving 
regerd to the present situation in PSle:itine. In view of 
the further fect thet the Government of the United States 


Phes refused categoricezlly to endorse it, ~ do not consider 


that it cen eny longer bs regarded as « practicél proposition. 
The Ar&b Plan 


The Arcb plén visuelises Pelestine as a State under 
apéb majority rule, in the government of wnich the Jews would 
be répresented in accordance with their numbers, i.6. one Jew 
to two «rébs, It is designed to give the Arabs full control 
both over the freming of the consvitution end over eny 
Governinent which méy be constituted under it. Tt is 
practically a repetition of the plen embodied in the white 
Paper of 1949 but with sdaitionel restrictions on Jewish 
rights. . 


De It hés been argued, and not without force, thet the 
Aréb plén is founded on normel democratic principles since 
the will of the tejority will preveil. It is &€lso claimed 
that it is in conformity with the provisions of Article 76 

of the Chiurter of the United Wetions in thet it spells 
progressive development toverds self-government in accordance 
with the "freely Expressed wishes of the people concerned", 
Using the words &s referring to the wishes of two-thirds 

of the pepuletion of Palestine, 


6. On the other hena, while the plen. can be defended 
in theory, there is not the Glightcst hope ot its proving 
workablé in prectice., Tne Jews would not «oven be in a 
minority in Pelestine in the sense in which # politicél party 
méy be in & minority under sn ordinary democratic system, 
with prospects of coming one day into power themselves end 
thus béing in a position to implement their own policies, 
Future Jéwish imnigretion, if any, being designeted under the 
plén &s a metter to be determined by the arébs @lone, the Jews 
would be condémned. to the status of a porinénent minority 

with no such possibility in view. 


le Not only does the plan incorporate overy feature of 
the white Paper of 1939 to which the Jews then took exception, 
but it introduces new conditions equélly repugnant to Jewish 
Sentiment. These include the provisions thet no Linmigrent 
érriving in Palestine shell heave a Mote until he hes resided 

in the country for ten years end that the Jewish educétional 
system shell be subjected to majority Areéb control, It can be 
steted unhesitetingly that not even the most moderate Jew would 
be prépéred to acquiesce for a moment in the stete of arrairs 
visualised in the plan. It would spell the cessation of 
Llitnigretion, ths errest of Jewish development in Palestine, 

end the permanent subjugeétion of the Néticonsal Home, with its 
highly orgtnised Huropean population and its extensive commercial 
and industrial interests, to a backwerd Are&b electoréte, 

lérgely illiterate and evowedly inimical to its further progress. 


While it might be possible to pursuede the Areb States 
to eertéin moditications of their plén, there. is no 
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prospect of their consenting to waive any of its three 

cardinel conditions, mejority control of the Government of 
Palestine, arab control of Jewish immigration, and the carly 
withdrawal of mendatory supervision. These features will 

be resisted by the Jews With every resource which they posses. 
were ctfect given to the nreb proposal thet the plun should 

pe enforced regurdless of Jewish opposition, the inevitcbole 
rosult woula be &n orgenised revolt on the pert of the Letter, 
coupled with & refusel to recognise of bo poy taxes (of which 
they contribute at 1oust two-thirds) to the Government thus 
constituted. The position in palestine woula thereby be 
rendeccd fur worse 6Vex thin it is teda&y since the administre~ 
tion and the arned Forces woula have to deel not only with 
terrorism put with the organi sea opposition of the whole 
Jewish population. Tinplemoentation of the further arab proposed 
thet, heving put the plén inte aperation, fmell. Government should 
withdraw end declers Palestine independent whether the Jcws 
CoKOveEretG or not, WOULQ Meen eboendoning the country to civil 
wer, & wer which would have wide repercussions as it would 
probebly lead to £ wave of pursocution, directed egeinst 
Jewish communitics elsewhere throeughsut the “fiddle Best. 


9. In wy opinion, the cost of enforcing this plén would 
be Gisorder end ploodshed on & scale which we could never 
contempletsc. Tt would reise ¢n issue of first-class 
importance with the United States where the Executive and 
Legislature wouLlu probubl, vie with one wnother in 
denunciétion. There would “lse be Suverss reections in 

the Kumire itselt. rt would moreover, in iny view, bs 
impossible for His Mejesty's Winisters to defend the resulting 
position either in Perliement or in the country. Tt would 
Moan © SPrOsSs petreynl of the Jews if, efter underteking 
responsibility for the originel esteblishment &nd subsequent 
safeguarding of the Jewish Netional Home, we were to hend them 
over to the mercy of tne Bpabs a8 subjects of & State, of 
which, in «ll probability, the: Mufti would bo the Heed, with 
no poWer or joterfocrence Proin OUT SLAG. The policy would be in 
diametricel conflict with the undertikings given by the Lé.bpour 
party, pricr to 4tg assunption of powers, regarding the 
dsvelopment of the Wetionéi Flome.

To my opinien, th. only reusontble solution of the 
Pelestine problem te thet recommended by the Royel Commnission 
of 1946, némely the partition o1 the country between the «arabs 
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and the Jews, This solution possesses an element of finality 


which is elsewhere absent. ft would give to each community 
a Maximum degree of pnover to menage 1lts own affairs and a 
minimum degree of power to interfere in the affains of the 
other, | 


12. Certain of the objectiaens to Partition‘are fresh 
in the minds of my colleagues from the Last discussion and 
Io need not repeat them here. i would merely say that IT 


doubt whether this policy would evoke such serious repercussions 


as are sometimes foreshadowed, In Palestine, because 3 of 
the recent det Loration of Arab feeling, its” imolementa: tion 
would undoubte edly cause some violence” and disorder on the 
part of the Arabs, but this may not be on so large # scale 
aS has sometimes been renre sented, If a decision is not 
too long dslayed, it might even be confines to local rioting 
in the main towns. 

15. would be the last person to under-estimate the 
difficulties of Partition and more particularly of finding 

a plan of Partition which, while not aemonstrably unfair to 
the Arabs , could be regarded as in any way satisfying ; 
ALonist aspirations. It cannot be denied that the scheme 
of Partiti Lon prenared by the Cabinet Committee of 1944 
lavolves certain serious injustices to the Arabs, t have 
Since had 4 revised scheme prepared which obviates, to same 
extent at least, certain of these injusti ces, put whether it 
does so to the sxtent nece sseary to make the plan acceptable 
to the United Nations I am unable to say. But I believe 
that cur object should be to prepare a schene of partition 
waich does the maximum possible justice to both communities 
and then to stand upon this scheme ss our future policy.

13. tT realise further that under partition we may not 

get all the strategic advantages which the Chiefs of Staff 
require, It is not impossible that we may be refused 
Pacllities in the Arab area, should it not be linked with 
Trans-Jordan, or hot the United Nations may consider that 
Jerusalem and the surroundi Lae territory should be placed 

under s joint erusteeshin ln which His Majesty's Government 
would obtain no particular aivantages. But the ese are 
possibilities which, in my opinion, have to be-faced and 
regarded as the wrice of esecane Prom our existine embarrassments. 


14, ° In short, I can see a Partition a hone of the 
Solution of the Palestine Jifficulties; I can see none in 
any other plan It is the solution most in harmony with 
the trend of public opinion sand of the Press in this country 
and is that most Like y to win United States support and the 
endorsement of the Labour Party. Otherwise, I regret that 
{I can see little hope of order or of sound adminis ‘tration. 


Conclusion 


1o, tt seems quite certain that we can put no new 
policy into effect in Palestine without reference to the 
United Nations, such a reference is necessary in strict 

law if either the Arab plan or Partition is to be adopted; 

in the case of wrovincial autonomy a reference might be 
obviated for a short time, but we should almost immediately 
be challenged to produce a trusteeshnip agreement in respect 

of the territory. Ct i8, moreover, probable that even before 
this challenge one of the Arsb States would appeal to the 
security Council. tc seems to me therefore that the problem 
before us is not what poliey we shall limmediately implement in 
Palestine, but what policy “¢ shall recommend to the United 
Nations for implementstion, 
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16. In my opinion, we should now decide to make a 
last attempt to produce a plan of Partition wnich does 
the least injustice to both communities and, having 
produced such a plan, recommend it to the United Nations, 
indicating at tne same time the difficulties inherent in 
the alternative schemes. I myself feel in some doubt 
how the United Nations will vote on this issue, but even 
on the assumption that it would be defeated, we should at 
least have recommended what seems to us to be the best 
solution, and the responsibility for rejecting it and for 
finding an alternative solution would rest fairly and 
sauarely with the United Nations. Tt will be necessary 
to mske it abundantly plain to them that, if they reject 
Partition, the onus of producing an alternative solution 
is on them, The present position in ralestine is 
intolerable ans cannot be maintained; if the United 
Nations fail to find an answer which we deem acceptable 
it will be necessary to consider whether we should not 
announce our intention to withdraw from a situation 
whien will have become impossible. 


17. On the resumption of the Conference we should, 
Il suggest to my colleagues, attempt to explore with both 
parties all the various possibilities open, explain the 

difficulties which each presents and try to lead them in 
the direction of a reasonable scheme of Partition as the 
pest and most equitable solution,

The unfortunate results of the Basle Congress have such 
serious repercussions on the problem which has engaged 

our attention since the summer that it may be of value 

to submit some reflections and to venture a suggestion 

regarding the irrepressible 'What now?! 


| In our conferences in mid-August and early November 
I tried to describe the profound sense of tragedy and 
frustration felt by the Jewish masses of this country - 
and hence their leaders - by reason of the failure of the 
Mandatory Power of Palestine to afford a significant 
earnest of a haven of rescue for the remnant that sur- 
vived the destruction of the six millions of Buropean 
Jewry during the war, for that remnant represents survivors 
who, in the most literal sense, are brands plucked from 
the burning crematoria that had engulfed families with 


which Jewry in America - be it of German or of East European 


origin - has direct kinship. 


In the worrisome preoccupations of the short-of- 
peace sequel to military victory, the political leaders and 
officialdom of Great Britain have - however understandably - 


lost sight of the v 
Jewries of this problem of the displaced persons and of the 


urgency of the Palestinian solution. What is more, they 
appear to have averted their gaze from the historic fact 
that the martyrdom of European Jewry has from the start 
gerved as the shock absorber not just merely of Nazi 
persecution but of Nazi energies, and that the martyrdom 

of European Jewry was a vicarious sacrifice and service, 

in the manner of the Suffering Servant, for Britain, which 
led the Allied cause, and for America and the other Allies. 
This role, interestingly enough, was performed by Jewry 

up to the very last phase, when the deflection and dissipa- 
tion of Nazi scarce material resources into 


Buchenwald and the rest served to prevent the Nazi war 
machinery from getting betimes into adequate production

ital importance to Western and Palestinian 
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fifty-third Isiah has thus assumed a correlative human 
meaning in the portentous scale and poignant impact of 
that martyrdom, and so constitutes a major challenge to 


Britain and the rest of Christendom: 


"He was despised and rejected of men ... as 


one from whom men hide their face he was 
despised, and we esteemed him not. surely he 
hath borne our griefs, and carried our sorrows . 
but he was wounded for our transgressions, he 

was bruised for our iniquities: and the chastise- 
ment of our peace was upon him: and with his 


stripes we were healed." 


It is against this continuously valid background 
that the Assembly at Basle must be seen and interpreted. 
Because the interlinked problems of the saved remnant of 
the displaced persons and the status of Palestine had not 
been dealt with and repeated promises were turned into . 


embittered disappointments, someone had to be sacrifieed. 
It was Dr. Weizmann, for he stood for trust in Britain. 


Had the "gesture" we had discussed in Washington on

3. From enquiries which have been instituted by 
the police it seems probable that both Weverman and 
Sturn are members of a Jewish Youth Organisation in 
Uruguay, and that this Organisation is connected with 
the "Ort Osten", ostensibly an industrial school with 
night classes for technical studies but in reality, 
so it is believed, a Jewish political organisation.

continuous, ‘circulation, ‘as shown in Diagram 1 (see 


‘Chart B, 3). Evaporation W) lifts the moisture up 


until it is condensed, first as clouds (X), later as rain 
“or snow-fall (Y) and flows down (Z) into the sea. 
(While running’ through mountainous regions, it 
produces hydraulic power, which may be transformed 


into electric energy). 


The peculiar. characteristics of Palestine, geo- 


graphical, topographical and tropical, make a further 
step possible: It is the only place on earth where so 
great a difference in level exists, since the Dead Sea 
is 1200 feet below sea level and is maintained in per- 
petual balance by evaporation. This new step (V) 
of the passage of ocean-water into the 
lower level is introduced into the 
| Senera’ 8 scheme of the water-circula- 
-tion as shown in Diagram 2 (see 
Chart B, 3). 
Charts A and B (1 and 2) indicate 
how the. new step (V) may be made 
“feasible ‘in.an economical and prac- 
tical way for bringing the salt-water 
from the Mediterranean and the Red 
Seas automatically to the rim of the 
Dead Sea depression and simultane- 
ously provides: 


1) an important water-way for fast 
ocean liners (through what may 
be known as the Palestine Canal); 

2) a branch canal for smaller vessels 


(to be known as the Trans-Jordan 
Canal); 


3) express-railroads and highways 
along the canals, leading to vari- 
ous junctions; 

4) hydro-electric power plants with 

capacity for more than a mil- 
lion kW; 


5) an accumulation of sweet-water 
for all the year to be enjoyed by 
each country near the rift; 


6) a complete irrigation system and 
aqueduct for agriculture and in- 
dustry. 


By this reconstruction, lifeless des- 
erts can be converted into productive 
fields, farms and healthy districts, 
where many millions of people can

from all other projects, including Dr. 
Walter Clay Lowdermilk’s JVA, in 
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that it keeps under full control all water from inside 
of the water shed and prevents it from flowing into 
the Dead Sea. The danger of inundations and the 
destruction of fertile lands is thus avoided. Con- 
siderably greater effectiveness in the generation of 
power combined with the construction of navigable 
canals throughout a territory that has great possibili- 
ties of development, will then stimulate industry and 
commerce in all the neighboring countries, and thus 
render the territory considerably more important 
also strategically, 

The key to the proposed plan is the high rate of 
evaporation in the Dead Sea. The rate of evaporation 
in this area of 625 square miles is about 614 yards 
per year or 205 cubic yards per second. This enor- 
mously high evaporation can be utilized with full 
effect if it be limited exclusively to the evaporation 
of the waste water from the turbines. : | 


-As the salt water is conducted to the rim of the 
Dead Sea depression and simultaneously the river and 


rain water is kept out of the depression as well as of. 


the canals, the canals will cross and dam about a dozen 
large and a few hundred small rivers and valleys on 
the east and west side slopes of the rift, . : 

~The many dams that cross valleys (see Chart B, 2) 
will create a multitude of small and large stowage 
basins on the hillside of the canals, wherein the sweet 
water would be accumulated. Just as the valleys on 
both sides of the slopes are almost symmetrically 
placed between Syria in the North and the Red Sea 
“n the South, so also will the sweet water basins be 
arranged. This means that the sweet water will be 
available for land irrigation and other uses in all 
parts of the territory. _ 

The rain water from the slopes between the many 
valleys will be collected in large ditches between the 
canal banks and the uphill slopes, and directed 
through them to the basins, as well as the abundance 
{rom heavy rain showers in any part of the territory 
and thus prevented from flowing into the Dead Sea 
(see Chart B, 2). | 

On the basis of the evaporation of 205 cubic yards 
of water as mentioned above, an equal amount of 
salt water can be conducted from the canal beds to 
the turbines in the power plants, automatically regu- 
lated by valves attached to pipes through which the 
water flows. Thus will be produced one million HP 
continually or a yearly electric current of about 6% 
billion KW hours. 

With the aid of this tremendous store of electrical 
energy, accumulated sweet water and all spring or 
river water not utilized by gravitation, as well as 
ground water could be pumped to covered basins and 
reservoirs high up on hills and mountains all over 


‘the territory, so that. during the entire year healthy 


and cool water for every purpose and in every locali- 
ty. may be available,. in addition to electric light, 
heat and power. : 


The influx of ocean water unmixed by sweet. wa- 
ter will increase the density of the salt water in the 
Dead Sea and consequently the productivity of the 
chemical plants at the shores of the Sea. 


HE main part of this project is the Palestine 

Canal, about 240 miles long, 350 feet wide and 
50 feet deep, at the height of Sea level, without 
locks, navigable for fast ocean liners from the Medi- 
terranean to the Red Sea or in reverse. It would 
start from Haifa, extend in a southeasterly direction 
towards the slopes of Mount Gilboa, where it turns 
southwards along the rim of the great Dead Sea de- 
pression, until it reaches the Gulf of Aqaba. 

For almost its entire length, it leads along the rocky 
slopes of the rift, into which, as a. solid foundation, 
the canal bed is to be cut (see Chart B, 1 and 2). 
This enables the large vessels by their own power or 
by electric tractors at the drift ways, to navigate 
through the canal at a speed of at least 20 miles per 


‘hour. By comparison, the sandy bed of the Suez 


Canal permits a speed of only 6 miles per hour. The 
ereat saving of travel time over the Palestine route 
becomes apparent in the following table, which shows 
the difference in time required. by ships on each route, 


from the Mediterranean Sea to the southern point of 


the Sinai Peninsula (see Chart A):

In contrast to the monotonous banks of the Suez 
Canal, the variety of landscape along the Palestine 
Canal Route, with its interwoven canal and highway 
constructions, will give many picturesque and charm- 
ing views never to be forgotten by the passengers on 
steamers, trains, cars, etc. | 

A complementary but important part of this proj- 
ect is the Trans-Jordan Canal, about 218 miles long, 
130 feet wide and 30 feet deep, navigable for ships 
up to 1500 tonnage. Branching off from the Palestine 
Canal near the south end of the great depression, it 
leads along the eastern slopes of the rift northwards 
to near Lake Hule and, if desired for economical or 
political reasons, may cross the upper Jordan-valley 
westwards, possibly through a very short tunnel, 
which will end near the elbow of the Litani River- 
valley. The lower course of this river from the elbow 
to the Mediterranean Sea would have to be enlarged 
for the canal bed (see Chart A). 
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3. SCHEME of WATER CIRCULATION on EARTH 


Work on this project, which may benefit the econ- 
omy of all neighboring countries, could be started 
in cooperation with every interested government, or- 
ganization and corporation, at the most important 
and most profitable valley-dams and _river-crossings 
so as most speedily to obtain auxiliary water—and 
power resources during the construction period. As 
there are no great swamps in this region, no fever 
epidemic is possible, particularly as the necessary 
health measures are introduced. 

Under proper political protection, finances for 
this project might be provided by the issuance of 
bonds and shares of a syndicate to be formed. Every 
Jaborer and participant in the project may also buy 
his share and be entitled to a homestead and settle- 
ment for his family in accordance with fair regu- 
lations. 

The undesired and persecuted masses of European 
Jews could instantly find unrestricted opportunity to 
work and to live in Palestine, instead of being starv- 
ed, murdered or driven in every direction as the wind 
blows. 

The Arabs did not and could not by themselves 
cultivate and improve the immense territories they 
had occupied during the period of 2,000 years of 
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Jewish exile, so that for the most part the territorics 
are not habitable or are underpopulated. 

Since the beginning of this century, the Jews have 
proved that they are able to cultivate the Palestine 
deserts and are prepared and willing to help the 

rabs in their aspirations. 

This project, it would seem, offers extraordinary 
political and economic oportunities to the leaders of 
government, industry, commerce, labor, etc. It would 
help to eliminate many controversial .questions and 
to solve the problems of utilizing and regulating a 
great variety of natural forces and resources on earth 
which a single state or country alone might not be 
able to exploit. These are donated to all mankind 
and are intended for the best and wisest use by all 
men.

I soon ran accidently into the blind hee2dquarters in 
Jerusalem of Arab activities with 2 repetition of the same matter, and 
later at the Arab Hotel where I stayed for a few weeks. I there be- 
came very friendly with both Jews and Ayabs, with good will and no 
trouble. I believe this is the solution as far as there is one, for

The world has had untold trouble since 19439 just following 
your policy agreed to in the Conference in England which adovted the

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THE RISE AND FALL OF BABYLON 
CHAPTER ONE 


“Nebuchadnezzar the king, unto all people, na- 
tions, and languages, that dweli in all the earth; 
Peace be multiplied unto you. 


I thought it good to shew the signs and wonders 
that the high God hath wrought toward me. 


How great are his signs! and how mighty are 
his wonders! his kingdom is an everlasting kingdom, 
and his dominion is from generation to generation.” 


Daniel 4:1-3 


These are the words, not of a Hebrew saint, not of 
one of the usual writers of the Scriptures, but the 
fourth chapter of the prophecy of Daniel contains the 
testimony of a pagan, heathen Gentile king, Nebuchad- 
nezzar, relating for us his conversion and how he came 
to the knowledge of the true God and Jehovah. As you 
know, the Bible is a Hebrew book, written in thé main, 
both the Old and the New Testament by Hebrews whom 
God chose and inspired by His Spirit to set down the 
record of His will, His plan, His purpose, the program 
for the ages. The fourth of Daniel, however, is a very 
outstanding exception to this rule, for as we have 
stated, it contains the personal testimony of the con- 
version of this heathen king. If we are to understand the 
Bible correctly, we must remember that it deals very 
largely, with the history of one single nation, the nation 
of Israel, the nation which is at the center of God’s 
program and plan for the dispensations and the rest 
of the world nations. It deals particularly with one 
particular land, the land of this nation, the land of 
Canaan, which God gave by covenant to Abraham, Isaac 
and Jacob, and through them to the twelve tribes of 
Israel. That promise holds good today just as sure, 
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unbreakable, as in the day when God first gave it to His 
servant, Abraham, in the 13th, 14th, and 15th chapters 
of Genesis. If, therefore, we are to understand the Bible 
and all of its revelation, we must remember that the 
key to the Scriptures is the plan of God concerning 
the nation of Israel in setting up a kingdom here upon 
earth and during the interval of the nation’s rejection 
and the setting aside of the kingdom, God is calling 
out for Himself a Bride, the Church of the Lord Jesus. 
After her rapture, God will again begin to deal with 
His ancient people, and fulfill all the covenant promises 
which He has made to the prophets of old as contained in 
the record of the Bible. It is, therefore, significant and 
worthy of special note that in this fourth of Daniel, 
we have the record not of a Hebrew writer but of a 
Gentile king concerning the dealing of God in revelation. 


PURPOSE OF THE PROPHECY OF DANIEL 


To the casual observer, the book of Daniel looks very 
much like twelve disconnected and unrelated chapters 
telling us the experiences of this man, Daniel, while 
he was a slave in the palace of the king, Nebuchadnezzar. 
However, when we remember that the Holy Spirit who 
wrote all the other sixty-five books of the Bible is the 
one Author, and that there is a unity and a progression 
and a oneness of purpose in every one of these books 
and all of them are related together, we begin to see 
in the prophecy of Daniel not merely a historical record 
of certain events which took place thousands of years 
ago, but a revelation of God, all these chapters con- 
nected one to the other and revealing to us what God’s 
purpose and plan is for these days which lay ahead in 
Daniel’s day. These twelve chapters in Daniel, there- 
fore, are not isolated experiences, but they are related 
accounts of God’s progressive revelation of the things 
which He wants His children to know. The main pur- 
pose of Daniel was to give us a vision of the times of 
the Gentiles up until the second coming again of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. So what we find in Daniel is a record 
of the course of the ages from Daniel’s day through the 
present dispensation of the grace of God, through the 
tribulation period, and up to the millennial period which 
shall be ushered in by the second coming of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, the Messiah. :

FOUR PICTURES OF BABYLON 


In order to make it more easy for you to understand 
the purpose and the teaching of the prophecy of Daniel, 
let me just remind you that we have in this interesting 
book, four distinct and separate and yet related pictures 
of the course of this age. The first is found in the second 
chapter. You will recall it. The image of Nebuchadnezzar 
with its head of gold, with its chest and arms of silver, 
with its belly and thighs of brass, with its legs of iron 
and with its feet and toes of iron and of clay. We have 
already pointed out that this was a prophetic picture 
of the course of history from Babylon even unto the last 
form of Gentile world power and dominion which will 
be destroyed when the Lord Jesus Christ comes again. 
We have pointed out that the head of gold represents 
Babylon; the chest represented the Kingdom of Persia; 
and then we have the belly and the thighs of brass which 
was the conquering hosts of Greece; and then finally the 
Roman Empire which in turn conquered the Kingdom of 
Greece; then was divided into two parts represented 
by the two legs; and then for a time was discontinued, 


and we believe that we are standing on the very threshold 


of that time when the ten toes will make their appear- 
ance in the two-headed federation of nations of the end 
time just before the coming of the Lord. This was the 
great image which king Nebuchadnezzar saw, a picture 
of the course of Gentile dominion during the time of 
the rejection of the King. The most significant part 
of this vision was that after having viewed the great 
image of gold and silver and brass and iron and clay, 
he saw a great stone coming down from heaven which 
smote the image in its feet and ground it to a powder 
and then the stone itself became a great rock which 
eventually filled the entire earth. Now the picture was 
simply this—that during the time of our Lord’s rejec- 
tion the Gentile world powers will seek to bring about 
a millennium, a period of peace and world federation and 
world government which shall have no need for God 
or for God’s Christ, but at the end of man’s efforts, 
after he has failed, the Lord Jesus Christ, the Rock 
of Ages, shall return and will smite these governments 
and grind them to powder, and He Himself will become 
the King of kings and the Lord of lords and His king- 
dom shall be over all until it fulfills the entire earth. 
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This is the testimony of prophecy that at the end of 
man’s reign, after man has exhausted every means at 
his disposal to bring about a world peace and security, 
the Lord Jesus Christ will come and He alone will 
bring peace and happiness and prosperity to this poor 
old dying world which is today, in the very last throes 
of its desperate attempt to save itself without the 
Lord Jesus Christ. That is the first picture which we 
have of the course of the age. Then as we told you, 
the second one of these pictures is the tree vision of 
Nebuchadnezzar which we have in this fourth chapter. 
In this tree vision we saw Nebuchadnezzar having another 
dream. He saw a great tree with branches giving 
shelter to the beasts of the field and was the place 
where birds could find nesting places, and then a voice 
from Heaven commanded to hew down the tree, and it 
fell, and after seven years the stump again budded 
forth and became another tree. Just another picture 
of the same thing that we have in the second chapter 
of how the Gentile world power will increase and grow 
until it is cut down. We have an additional thing, here, 
however, in the fourth chapter, for we find that the 
tree that was cut down will ultimately be restored, 
teaching us that in the millennial age even the Gentile 
nations will own and acknowledge the Lord Jesus Christ 
and shall be saved. We have a third picture of the 
course of this age, found in the next chapter which we 
take up in due time, Belshazzar’s impious feast, when 
he took the vessels of the Lord from the temple of 
Jehovah and made merry with his king’s utensils and 
with his hosts, only to be stopped in the middle of a 
feast by a hand that came from Heaven writing his 
doom upon the walls of the dining hall, Then we have 
one other picture and that is found in Daniel 7, where 
Daniel sees the four beasts, the lion, the leopard, the 
bear, and then the indescribable monstrosity which runs 
parallel to the image that we found in chapter two. 


But now we want you to consider the vision of the 
tree in the fourth chapter of Daniel. It is one of the 
longest chapters in Daniel, and we shall not take the 
space to read it in its entirity but shall relate to you 
the more important features. Nebuchadnezzar, the one 
who had seen the vision of the great image in the second 
chapter, is still king in Babylon and Daniel is still 
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serving him there in the capacity of advisor. Then one 
night the king had another dream, a vision. He saw a 
great tree growing, which had attained gigantic dimen- 
sions that it overshadowed the entire earth. Under its 
branches the beasts of the field found shelter. In its 
branches the birds of the Heaven found a place for 
their nesting and for their protection. And then a very 
strange thing happened. Let me quote the verses of the 
record as we have it in the fourth chapter of Daniel. 


Here it is: 


“TI saw in the visions of my head upon my bed, 
and behold, a watcher and an holy one came down 
from heaven; 

He cried aloud, and said thus, Hew down the 
free, and cut off his branches, shake off his leaves, 
and scatter his fruit: let the beasts get away from 
under it, and the fowls from his branches: 


Nevertheless leave the stump of his roots in the 
earth, even with a band of iron and brass, in the 
fender grass of the field; and let it be wet with the 
dew of heaven, and let his portion be with the beasts 
in the grass of the earth.” 


This is the account of the king himself in regard to 
the dream which he had dreamed. And then Daniel is 
called in after all the wise men and the soothsayers, the 
magicians and the astrologers of Babylon had failed 
to give any kind of an explanation and Daniel comes in 
with his interpretation. When the Lord shows Daniel 
the meaning of this particular dream, he is astounded 
and amazed and for a time is absolutely silent, seeking 
wisdom from on high how he may break the news of 
the judgment contained in this dream upon the king, 
Nebuchadnezzar. After his period of silence we have the 
record of Daniel’s interpretation as follows: 


“1 is thou, O king, that art grown and become 
strong: for thy greatness ts grown, and reacheth 
unto heaven, and thy dominion to the end of the 
earth. 
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This is the interpretation, O king, and this is the 
decree of the most High, which is come upon my 
lord the king: 


That they shall drive thee from men, and thy dwell- 
ing shall be with the beasts of the field, and they 
shall make thee to eat grass as oxen, and they shall 
wet thee with the dew of heaven, and seven times 
shall pass over thee, till thou know that the most 
High ruleth in the kingdom of men, and giveth 
it to whomsoever he will.” 


Now in studying this interpretation of the king’ 
dream, we must bear in mind that Daniel is, indeed, 
a prophecy, and while all of these accounts contain 
many, many valuable moral and ethical lessons which 
ean be very profitable to us and which we should not 
overlook, nevertheless, the purpose of Daniel is to 
prophecy concerning the things which are to come. This 
we remind you, was definitely stated by the Lord Jesus 
Christ in the gospel according to Matthew where He 
specifically reminds us that Daniel was a prophet. In 
the light of the prophetic nature of Daniel, Nebuchad- 
nezzar, the king of Babylon, is representative of world 
government, not only in his particular time and age in 
which he lived, but is the representative of man’s effort 
at governing himself in every age of man’s dominion 
until ‘the kingdom of the Lord Jesus Christ shall be set 
Up. ust as Nebuchadnezzar succeeded in conquering 
tt 4 entire world and uniting them all under one great 
Baby onan aevatem ff ,overnment, so too the Bible 

ar e end of this age there wi 
emerge a world government, a world federation of ve ens 
un ler one ederal headship which shall guarantee unto 
man, a man-made prosperity, when war shall cease, 
there wil e no poverty, no strife, no disagreement 
ut the topia of man’s dreams, the millennium of 
man S making shal’ nnd its, fulfillment. When that

will reach its very apex. Man will i agine 4 him 
self has brought about all of this wonderfu nates mnt 
and accomplishment through education, ean 
wisdom, without acknowledging the Lord “Jesus Chiat 
The Bible is filled with descriptions of this end time world 
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federation when man shall have reached the very 
pinnacle of human success only to find that it is a paper 
house of dreams, that it cannot stand, that until Christ 
reigns, there can be no lasting peace, there can be no 
success, by the efforts of man alone. Man, like Nebuchad- 
nezzar, will be walking upon the house-top of his own 
accomplishments and viewing all that he has made, say- 
ing, “Is not this the great Babylon that I have built ?” 
But just the very moment when man dreams that he 
has accomplished his desired purpose will be the 
signal for the coming again of the rightful owner and 
the rightful Governor, even the Lord Jesus Christ. He 
will shout from the air and take His church into Heaven 
with Himself, and then will follow a period of seven 
years of tribulation which we may well call the madness, 
the folly, the insane madness of. the nations of the 
earth. Nebuchadnezzar became mad for seven long years 
during which he was with the beasts of the field, living 
like an animal and the kingdom of Babylon was without 
his leadership. This is typical, and prophetic of that 
seven-year period of time between the rapture of the 
church and His second coming again, during which 
God is going to remove all restraints, permit the anti- 
christ to have free reign, and man will succeed in almost 
annihilating himself were it not for the sudden inter- 
vention of the Lord Himself. And so the voice that came 
from Heaven and commanded that the tree representing 
Nebuchadnezzar, the king, be hewn down and cut to 
the ground, is a picture of the coming of the Lord who 
will cause the nations to become stark mad in their 
insane delusion of self-achievement and self-grandeur 
and then will follow the seven years of greatest con- 
fusion which the world has ever known. 


THE END IS NEAR 


We believe that the time of the cutting down of this 
great tree of world power ig very, very near at hand. We 
are today experiencing as never before an effort on the 
part of man’s sincere efforts, well-meaning efforts, 
to bring about some kind of a negotiation, some kind of 
an understanding, some kind of a union and federation 
of the nations of the world that will forever guarantee 
the security of the inhabitants of this earth, and will 
increase the prosperity and bring to an end the wars 
that have devastated this world since time began. And 
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we say this, not critically, but we say it sadly, that in 
all of these deliberations we hear little or nothing of 
God. There is no acknowledgment of the God of Heaven, 
whatsoever, and so we believe that in the end time, 
after man has reached the very pinnacle of his own 
effort and achievement, the Lord Jesus Christ is going 
to come beck again, to destroy the wicked nations 
of the world, and set up His glorious and wonderful 
millennial kingdom of peace under the leadership of the 
only King of Heaven and of earth, even the King of 
Glory, the Lord Jesus Christ. You have probably noticed 
in the reading of the passages from Daniel 4, that the 
purpose of all this was that Nebuchadnezzar might learn 
to know that God is still the King of Heaven, that God 
is still on the Throne. And the purpose of God judging 
the nations, judging the world, which we believe to be 
in the very near future, will be that man may learn to 
know that without God everything must fail, and that 
God is still the King of Heaven and of earth. In our next 
message we shall talk about the conversion of the Gentiles 
at the coming of the Lord Jesus Christ as indicated by 
the conversion of Nebuchadnezzar the king, after his 
seven years of madness. 


CHAPTER TWO 


“Now I Nebuchadnezzar praise and extol and 
honour the King of heaven, all whose works are 
truth, and his ways judgment: and those that walk 
in pride he is able to abase.” Daniel 4:37 


These are the concluding words of the testimony of 
the king of Babylon, Nebuchadnezzar, after his con- 
version. You will recall he had seen a great tree grow- 
ing until its shadow covered the entire earth, giving 
shelter to the beasts of the field, and the birds of the 
heaven. Then he had seen a watcher, a holy one coming 
down from heaven, and giving the order and the instruc- 
tion to cut down the tree, with this provision—that the 
stump and roots be allowed to remain in the ground. 
The king was greatly disturbed and after all his magicians 
and astrologers and soothsayers were unable to give 
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him the interpretation, Daniel was called in and told 
the king that this tree represented the king himself, 
and as the king represented the kingdom, it also rep- 
resented the kingdom of Babylon; and that because of 
his pride God would take him out of his seat of dominion, 
would cause him to be mad, insane, for a period of seven 
years during which he would make his habitation with 
the beasts of the field. 


GOD’S WORD NEVER FAILS 


After a lapse of about twelve months all these words 
of Daniel came to pass, and Nebuchadnezzar was suddenly 
stricken with great madness and driven by his own 
subjects from his kingdom and made his habitation for 
seven long years among the beasts of the field; only to 
- restored when he lifted up his eyes unto the God of 

eaven. | 


Now this fourth chapter of Daniel contains the record, 
the words of the king, Nebuchadnezzar himself, as _ to 
the details of his conversion. We are happy to have this 
record of the conversion of this wicked king, not only 
because of its moral and ethical instruction but also 
because of its prophetic significance. We have often 
pointed out that Babylon represents the kingdoms of this 
world, the kingdoms of men without the Lord Jesus 
Christ, the King of Kings. As such, Nebuchadnezzar re- 
presented the course of the history of the nations until 
at the end-time after man’s day has run its course, they 
shall be lifted up with pride at their own achievements, 
imagining, foolishly imagining, that they have finally 
brought about the Utopic condition of world security 
and world peace, world prosperity, and then God is going 
to come and strike down the world powers and set up 
His own King, the Lord Jesus Christ, upon the throne 
and He shall reign forever and forever. 


In our previous message which you will remember, 
we tried to trace the history of man’s rule upon the 
earth up until the coming of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
The thing to remember is that Nebuchadnezzar was 
stricken with this madness for a period of exactly SEVEN 
YEARS which we believe to be prophetic of the seven 
years of tribulation, between the rapture of the church 
and the second coming of the Lord Jesus. This seven

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OF VITAL IMPORTANCE 


These’ are, generally speaking, the two schools of 
thought in regard to the return of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
These are called the Post-millennial and the Pre-millennial 
Schools, there is a Third of more recent origin called 
the A-millennial to which we will give no time or attention 
at all because it is so far-fetched and so utterly im- 
practical that we have no time even to discuss it with 
you. However, because of the wide-spread acceptance 
of the Post-millennial we must give just a little time to 
that particular subject because it is held by such a 
large segment of Christendom today. 


TWO SCHOOLS OF THOUGHT 


Against the post-millennial theory of the return of 
the Lord Jesus Christ, there are two very serious objec- 
tions. Before we take up these two objections, let me 
just give you the meaning in just a few words again 
of the word, “Post-millennial.” The word, post-mitlennial, 
comes from three Latin words, “post” and “mille” and 
“annum.” Post means after; mille means one thousand; 
and annum means years. So we have the meaning of it, 
“After the thousand years.” The post-millennialists then 
teach that the Lord Jesus will not return until after the 
one thousand years of millennial peace and prosperity. 
As we said a moment ago, there are two serious objections 
to this particular view. The first is that it is not Scriptur- 
al. There is not one shred of evidence in the entire Bible 
to support the theory that the world will become better 
and better, morally, ethically, or in any other way until 
man has reached perfection and all men shall acknowl- 
edge the Lord Jesus Christ, and then after that the 
Lord is to come. To the contrary, as we shall show when 
we talk about the pre-millennial view, Scripture abounds 
with statements showing us that this age will degenerate 
consistently until at last it seems all hope for man- 
kind is gone and then the Lord Himself is going to 
step in and take a hand in the affairs of men. The 
second objection which we raise to the post-millennial 
view is that it is not borne out by the facts of history. 
After six thousand years of man’s rule and all his 
attempts to produce a government that shall be the 
ideal universal government for all men, he finds him- 
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self today in greater straits than ever before. He has 
tried everything conceivable; the highest and the best 
educated men of all ages have sought an answer to 
the problem of war and of national disagreement only 
to find themselves today at greater odds and disagree- 
ments than at any other time of human history. Until 
the human heart is changed, until human nature is 
different, until men, accept the Lord Jesus Christ as 
their personal Saviour and the only hope for this world, 
there can be no progress. After six thousand years of 
human effort we have experienced within a generation 
two of the greatest, the costliest of all the wars of 
history. Man has succeeded in developing instruments 
of destruction and death such as were not dreamed of 
only a generation ago. Today, in this atomic age, we are 
told that we are just beginning in the development of 
modern warfare. Not only is it true in the matter of 
international relationship, but in the moral realm, in 
the domestic realm, in the religious realm, the same 
thing is true. There are more crimes being committed, 
there is more wickedness, drunkeness and immorality, 
the divorce rate is higher than ever in the history of 
the world, while the birthrate is decreasing. Among the 
more civilized there is more violence and corruption 
on every hand than the world has ever seen before. 
Every fact of history refutes the idea that the world 
will become better morally, economically, socially, in 
its relationship between men and nations and religion. 


THE PRE-MILLENNIAL TEACHING 


Now place against this Post-millennial theory the teach- 
ing of the Word of God and we will find that it teaches 
not a post-millennial but a pre-millennial return of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. The word, pre-millennial, simply means 
in its simplest form, before the thousand years, and it 
teaches that this world will according to the foreknowl- 
edge and program of God continue in its wickedness, 
in its own self-destruction, until finally the Lord will 
come in and rescue the church and the world and His 
people from complete annihilation and then through 
His coming and His personal presence He will set up 
the kingdom long promised to the seers of old. According 
to this teaching we believe that things will continue to 
become worse and worse and worse. With all of the talk 
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of progress and development, all of the dreams of man- 
kind in regard to the freedom and the securities of the 
nations and the peoples, all these things will ultimately 
fail until the Lord Jesus Christ is acknowledged. Remem- 
ber that we are talking about the fourth chapter of 
Daniel where Nebuchadnezzar was kept in his madness 
until he acknowledge the God of heaven and recognized 
Him as the King over all and then his kingdom was 
restored. And so we believe that it is according to the 
testimony of Scripture that this age will continue its 
downward course while the Lord calls out a people for 
His Name, to constitute the bride which shall be taken 
out before the tribulation period. In answer to the 
question of the disciples in the 24th chapter of the 
gospel through Matthew, Jesus gives a long list of signs 
which shall be indicative of the end of this age and 
they certainly are not signs of improvement and develop- 
ment but they are signs of degeneration. He mentions 
among others the false christs that shall come and the 
wars and the rumors of wars and the famines and pesti- 
lences and earthquakes in divers places, and then the anti- 
racial attitude of many nations and the infidelity of 
friends and false prophets. Certainly this is not a picture 
of the world becoming better and better toward the end 
but rather becoming worse and worse. In 1st Timothy, 
chapter four, we read: 


“Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, that in the 
latter times some shall depart from the faith, giving 
heed to seducing spirits, and doctrines of devils; 


Speaking lies in hypocrisy; havng their conscience 
seared with a hot iron:” I Tim. 4:12 


This certainly is not a picture of a world that is be- 
coming better and better, but rather one that is con- 
een degenerating. In 2nd Timothy, chapter three, 
we read: 


“This know also, that in the last days perilous 
times shall come. 


For men shall be lovers of their own selves, 
covetous, boasters, proud, blasphemers, disobedient 
to parents, unthankful, unholy, 
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Without natural affection, trucebreakers, false ac- 
cusers, incontinent, fierce, despisers of those that 
are good, 


Traitors, heady, highminded, lovers of pleasures 
more than lovers of God; 


Having a form of godliness, but denying the power 
thereof.” Il Tim. 3:1-5 


We might go on and on in quoting passage after 
passage to indicate that God has truly revealed through 
His prophets that this world will become worse and 
worse under man’s rule and will not become better 
and better, until at last the Lord Jesus Christ Himself 
shall step in and take the reins of government. 


GOD’S PROGRAM FOR THIS AGE 


What the Lord, therefore, is doing during this dis- 
pensation is not the wholesale conversion of the world. 
Instead, He is through the preaching of the gospel 
gathering out a select number called the BODY of ‘the 
Lord Jesus Christ,—those who believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ and are saved and numbered among the members 
of the body of the Lord Jesus. When the Lord Jesus 
comes to take this body out, the dead in Christ shall 
rise first, the living believers shall be caught up with 
them into the clouds to meet the Lord in the air. Then 
after the seven years of tribulation we will have the 
setting up of the millennial kingdom and then the con- 
version of the world, and all the Gentiles shall learn to 
know the Lord Jesus Christ when the knowledge of the 
Lord shall cover the earth as the waters cover the sea. 
Probably no clearer passage of Scriptures on this sub- 
ject can be found than the 15th chapter of the book of 
Acts, where the apostles had come together in order 
to talk about the message of grace going to the Gentile 
peoples of that age. Here it is given very, very clearly. 


“Simeon hath declared how God at the first did 
visit the Gentiles, to take out of them a people 
for his name. 


And to this agree the words of the prophets; as 
it is written, 
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After this I will return, and will build again the 
tabernacles of David, which is fallen down; and 
I will build again the ruins thereof, and I will set 
if up: 

That the residue of men might seek after the Lord, 
and all the Gentiles, upon whom my name is called, 
saith the Lord, who doeth all these things.” 

Acts 15:14-17 


Now in this brief passage you will find God’s program, 
first during this dispensation, He visits the Gentiles. 
Now notice carefully, to take OUT of them a people for 
His Name. Not the conversion of the world, but to take 
OUT FROM AMONG THE NATIONS, here one and 
there one, a few here and a few there, of people for 
His Name. And then, notice carefully verse 16 


“After this, (after He has visited the Gentiles to 


take out of them a people for His Name, then) I 


will return, and build again the tabernacle of 
David.” 


After that we have the setting up of the kingdom and 
the conversion of the world. 


This then is the simple program of God during this 
dispensation the calling out of the church, His Bride, 
and at the end of this dispensation the return of the 
Lord and the setting up of the Kingdom of David long 
promised and then the residue of men seeking after the 
Lord and all the Gentiles upon whom my name is called. 
That is God’s program. God help us to be among those 
who shall be saved. 


CHAPTER THREE 
THE RISE AND FALL OF BABYLON 


“Belshazzar the king made a great feast to a 
thousand of his lords, and drank wine before the 
thousand. 


Belshazzar, whiles he tasted the wine, commanded 
fo bring the golden and silver vessels which his 
father Nebuchadnezzar had taken out of the temple 
which was in Jerusalem; that the king, and_ his 
princes, his wives, and his concubines, might drink 
therein. 


In the same hour came forth fingers of a man’s 
hand, and wrote over against the candlestick upon 
the plaister of the wall of the king’s palace: and the 
king saw the part of the hand that wrote. 


The king cried aloud to bring in the astrologers, 
the Caldeans, and the soothsayers. And the king 
spake, end said to the wise men of Babylon, who- 
sover shall read this writing, and shew me the 
interpretation thereof, shall be clothed with scarlet, 
and have a chain of gold about his neck, and shall 
be the third ruler in the kingdom. 


Then came in all the king’s wise men: but they 
could not read the writing, nor make known fo the 
king the interpretation thereof. 


Then was Daniel brought in before the king. 
And the king spake and said unto Daniel, Art 
thou that Daniel, which art of the children of the 
captivity of Judah, whom the king my father brought 
out of Jewry? 


And I have heard of thee, that thou canst make 
interpretations, and dissolve doubts: now if thou 
canst read the writing, and make known fo me 
the interpretation thereof, thou shalt be clothed with 
scarlet, and have a chain of gold about thy neck, 
and shalt be the third ruler in the kingdom. 


Then Daniel answered and said before the king, 
Let thy gifts be to thyself, and give thy rewards 
to another; yet I will read the writing unto he king, 
and make known to him the interpretation.” 


Daniel 5:1, 2, 5, 7, 8, 13, 16, 17 
a, | 
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This fifth chapter of Daniel records the downfall of 
the great kingdom of Nebuchadnezzar, the kingdom of 
Babylon. This record as we have it in Daniel chapter 5 
has been abundantly confirmed by secular history as 
well. We have already seen that in Daniel we have four 
pictures of the course of Gentile world dominion. One 
we saw in the second chapter in the great image of 
the dream of Nebuchadnezzar; the second one that we 
saw was the dream of Nebuchadnezzar concerning the 
great tree that covered the earth but was cut down; then 
we have in this chapter Belshazzar’s impious feast and 
the sudden judgment of God upon the nation of Babylon 
as the Medes and the Persians took over. We have one 
more that we shall take up later on—the vision of the 
four beasts in Daniel chapter 7, 8, and 9. Now all the 
these four pictures give us a wonderful, harmonious, 
prophetic vision of the course of time from the time of 
Judah’s captivity until the time of Israel’s restoration 
in the Millennial Kingdom, from the time of Nebuchadnez- 
zar and the height of Babylonian power until the down- 
fall of the nation’s godless attempt to set up an ideal 
world kingdom without the Lord Jesus Christ, the King 
of Kings. All of the world’s history was foreknown by 
the Almighty and follows a definite pattern which God 
Himself foreknew and has laid down in utmost detail 
in the books of the Bible, not only in Daniel, but in all 
prophetic revelation. 


We have continually been reminding you of the fact 
that Babylon represents more than a physical kingdom. 
Babylonianism is a system, an anti-Christian, anti-God 
system of man’s endeavor to dethrone Almighty God and 
to bring about upon this world, an ideal Utopic king- 
dom and federation which shall not need the direction and 
the revelation of God in any sense whatsoever, and while 
Babylonianism assumes various forms, under Nimrod way 
back in the llth chapter of Genesis, and then under the 
Egyptian form, the Babylonian, the Persian, the Grecian, 
the Roman form; the spirit of Babylonianism is always 
the same and never changes, and at the end time, just 
before the return of the Lord Jesus Christ, a man will 
arise of whom Nimrod and Nebuchadnezzar and Alexander 
the Great and many others, were only types. This man 
will be a super-man, half demon and half human, the 
anti-christ, the man of sin, who will succeed for a very 
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brief time in bringing about that which Nimrod and all 
of his successors failed to bring about—a world union, 
a world commonwealth, that shall promise all the ideals 
that man has been striving for throughout the millenniams 
of his past history, but just when this man of sin seems. 
to have reached the very acme and the pinnacle of his 
success, the Lord Jesus Christ will come in judgment 
and destroy man’s anti-Christian system and set up upon 
this earth, His own kingdom of prosperity and peace and 
righteousness, and reign for ever and forever. Now, we 
have a number of pictures throughout the Scriptures 
which give this wonderful revelation. We have already 
reminded you that the tree vision of Nebuchadnezzar and 
the image of Nebuchadnezzar are all pictures, but prob- 
ably the most graphic and the most descriptive of them 
all is this story of Belshazzar and his great drunken 
feast in the palace of Babylon, and the sudden judgment 
of God as the Medes and the Persians captured the city 
on the very night of this great debauch. This chapter 
should be read in connection with chapter 16 and 17 and 
18, of the book of the Revelation where we have the 
description of the final fall and doom of Babylonianism 
and the restored Babylonian system during the tribu- 
lation period of which this chapter in Daniel is a type and 
a shadow, and a prophecy. 


BABYLONIANISM FOLLOWS SAME PATTERN 


In studying the various types of Babylonianism through 
the Scripture, beginning with Nimrod’s kingdom in the 
10th and 11th chapters of Genesis, we find that it always 
follows the same identical pattern. We may sum up the 
pattern of anti-Christian Babylonianism under three 
words. First, FEDERATION; second, DESECRATION; 
and finally, FRUSTRATION. The first attempt is to set 
up a world-wide kingdom under one particular head or 
nation who will dominate all the governments of the 


world. When this has been partly achieved, we, find that ... 


it results in desecration, a denial of God, a den His 
Word, a denial of all things that are sacred; and then as 
the judgment of God falls upon them, we have the third 
stage, the frustration of all man’s plans and the fulfill- 
ment of the plan of Almighty God. This is most graphi- 
cally illustrated in this fifth chapter of Daniel in the 
history of Belshazzar. Under his father, Nebuchadnezzar, 
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and also under him, Babylon had attained the very pin- 
nacle of its power; it had conquered all the known kings 
of the world, and had succeeded in bringing them under 
the domination and under the government of the Baby- 
lonian empire. But as a result of this, being lifted up with 
pride, they began to desecrate the holy things of the 
Lord. It is well in studying the fifth chapter of Daniel 
to remember one very outstanding truth, and that is that 
the judgment of God fell upon Belshazzar and upon the 
kingdom of Babylon as a direct result of one act on the 
part of the wicked king, and that one act was that he 
reached out and touched the holy things of God. We are 
told repeatedly in the second verse and the third verse, 
and again in the 28rd verse that the occasion for the 
judgment of God was that Belshazzar commanded to 
bring—now listen—the golden and silver vessels which 
his father, Nebuchadnezzar, had taken out of the temple 
which was in Jerusalem, that the king and his princes 
and his wives, and so forth, might drink therein. The 
crowning desecration that brought forth the displeasure 
of God and the judgment that fell upon Babylon was be- 
cause he stretched forth his hand and touched the things 
which God has declared holy, which God has consecrated. 
He desecrated these things, and the cup of iniquity was 
full, and as a result judgment fell upon the wicked king 
and his kingdom. While this fifth chapter of Daniel with 
its record of Belshazzar’s wicked feast and the writing 
on the wall, and the interpretation of Daniel contain 
many, many moral and valuable instructions for our 
everyday living, we must remember that Daniel is 
primarily a prophetic book, and I want to repeat because 
of its tremendous importance, that we must remember 
that the occasion for the judgment of God upon this 
Babylonian king was that he stretched forth his hand 
and touched the holy things of the Lord, the vessels of 
gold and of silver out of the temple in Jerusalem, in 
Judea, in the land of Palestine, the Holy Land. These 
things which had been given by God, consecrated by God 
for a very definite purpose, this wicked Gentile king, 
desecrated, and, as a result, God comes with His dire 
judgment upon him. 


AN INTERESTING STORY 


The fifth chapter of Daniel makes very interesting 
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reading. It has been a favorite in all ages past. 
Belshazzar, the king, made a tremendous feast. It 
was a drunken debauch, a drunken party, to which he 
had invited a thousand of the nobles, the big wigs of the 
kingdom of Babylon. Significantly, Daniel is not present. 
Undoubtedly he had been invited, for we are told that 
his father, (that is, Belshazzar’s father,) Nebuchadnezzar, 
had elevated Daniel to the second place in the kingdom. 
He was among the nobility and ruled over a greater part 
of the kingdom of Babylon. Undoubtedly, therefore, he 
had been invited, but Daniel, maintaining his position of 
absolute separation from the world while he was in the 
world, refused to be present at the impious feast of 
Belshazzar. During the feast the fingers of a man’s 
hand appear out of apparantly nowhere, and begin 
writing upon the wall of the great banquet hall in which 
the feast was being carried on. Now the writing was in 
an unknown language, and the king was unable to in- 
terpret the writing upon the wall. As a result he calls 
in all the magicians and the soothsayers and the astrol- 
ogers which had failed before, and failed his father 
Nebuchadnezzar, had failed him, and they were unable 
to give him any light whatsoever. Then the widowed 
queen, the wife of Belshazzar’s father, Nebuchadnezzar, 
comes into the banqueting hall. I am glad to note here 
too, that evidently she was not present at this party, at 
this debauching, and this desecration of the holy things 
of God. But, when she hears about the incident, she 
comes in, tells the king about Daniel and the service he 
had rendered to her husband, Belshazzar’s father, in 
days gone by, with the assurance that he would be able 
to give the king the interpretation. So Daniel is brought 
in and is given a great offer of riches and wealth =nd 
position which Daniel turns down, and says, let these 
gifts be to someone else, but I will tell the king the in- 
terpretation of this writing upon the wall. Then Daniel 
begins the interpretation, and putting it as simply as 
we possibly can, the words “Mene, Mene, Tekel, Upharsin,” 
as found in the 25th verse of Daniel 5, meant merely this, 
MENE, God hath numbered thy kingdom and finished 
it, because you have reached out your hand and touched 
things that God has consecrated, declared holy, the end 
of your kingdom has come. The meaning of the word 
TEKEL, thou are weighed in the balances and art 
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found wanting. In addition to the destruction of the 
kingdom, there is a personal judgment which is falling 
upon the king himself. While you notice the word Mene 
has to do with kingdom, the word Tekel has to do with 
the king personally. THOU art weighed and art found 
wanting. The word PERES, another form of the word 
UPHARSIN, found in the 25th verse, Thy kingdom is 
divided and given to the Medes and the Persians. Then 
we have the brief record at the close of the chapter 
that that very same night the king was slain and the 
kingdom taken away from him. Now history tells us, 
secular history, that Babylon was built across the river 
Euphrates, had a great wall which made it almost im- 
possible for a conqueror to make any impression upon 
it, a great moat ran around the wall, and inside they 
felt absolutely secure. The river Euphrates with its 
moat around the city made it seem that no enemy could 
possibly take the kingdom. But the Medes and the 
Persians under their leader, had diverted the course of 


the river Euphrates into the moat, possibly, around the 
city, causing the river bed itself that flowed through 
Babylon, to become absolutely dry, and having dried up 
the river, the army was able to march underneath the 
wall and take them by surprise while the king and all 
his leaders and captains were insensible in their drunken 
debauch. 


BABYLONIANISM REVIVED 


This is the end of the Biblical record of the kingdom 
of Babylon as it existed under Nebuchadnezzar and under 
his son Belshazzar. But the spirit of Babylon, we have 
reminded you, continues to live on, and never dies, until 
the Lord Jesus Christ Himself comes to annihilate it 
forever and forever. We find the spirit and the program 
of Babylonianism carried on just as zealously as before, 
under the Medes and the Persians, and later on under 
the Grecian form of Gentile world dominion. Then under 
the Roman Empire, and at the end of this age it will 
reach its height and its pinnacle under the man of sin, 
the antichrist. At the close of this dispensation, and we 
believe it will be very soon, the Lord Jesus Christ is 
going to take out from this world all of His elect 
members of the body of the Lord Jesus Christ. After 
they are gone, there will arise on the scene a man who 
will be the anti-type of king Belshazzar who will once 
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more seek to bring together all the nations of che world 
in a Babylonian, anti-religious, anti-Christian system 
of political power. He will seek to federate all the nations 
of the world, and it will seem that he will succeed for a 


time, but his mistake too, will be that he will stretch. 


forth his hand to touch the holy things of God. He will 
seek to conquer the Holy Land which God gave to 
Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob as an everlasting possession. 
He will stretch forth his hand to touch God’s holy 
covenant people, the nation of Israel, and as in the case 
of Belshazzar, it was the occasion for the sending forth 
of the judgment of Almighty God. So too, when, after 
the church has been taken out, the antichrist, after having 
brought together the nations of the world in a temporary 
peace and prosperity, will stretch forth his hand to touch 
the Promised Land, that he may conquer that which 
God gave by covenant promise to only one nation, the 
nation of Israel, and will begin persecuting God’s ancient 
covenant people. This will be the signal for the coming 
of the Lord Jesus Christ and the destruction of Baby- 
lonianism. As we mentioned before we have the record 
of all this given very graphically, a fulfillment of the 
fifth chapter of Daniel, in the 16th, 17th, and 18th 


chapters of the book of the Revelation of Jesus Christ, 


where we have given in great detail, the history of 
Babylonianism in its final form, under its final head, 
the antichrist, and its complete and ultimate destruction 
when the Lord Jesus Christ comes. Now this record in 
Revelation 16, 17, and 18, is the anti-type, the fulfill- 
ment of that which was taught by the smiting of the 
image of Nebuchalnezzar, by a great stone from heaven 
in Daniel 2, by the cutting down of the tree in the tree 
vision of Daniel chapter 4, and by the fall of Babylon so 
graphically given in Daniel 5, the chapter which we are 
studying at this particular time. 


There are in the world at this very moment, a great 
number of movements which seem to indicate beyond a 
shadow of doubt that the time of the reviving of Baby- 
lonianism in the world is very, very near at hand. All 
eyes are centered upon one little land today, situated 
at the eastern end of the Mediterranean Sea, which is 
best known to us as the Holy Land, the Promised Land, 
the land of Palestine, the ancient land of Israel, and 
the land of Canaan. Not a day goes by that it is not 
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in the headlines, because there centers one of the most 
crucial problems of all history, and of all the problems 
that confront the nations today as they seek a solution 
for the world’s ills, there is no greater problem than 
the Palestine problem. Now man has failed to take into 
consideration God’s prophetic program. If men would 
only turn to the Word of God and find what God has 
to say in regard to this land, and the people to whom 
this land belongs, and has belonged to since the days 
of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob, we would have peace and 
prosperity; but man would rather seek his own solution, 
and so the awful turmoil in the world continues to go 
on, until, like Nebuchadnezzar, men will recognize the 
God of heaven and be willing to follow His program with 
regard to the holy things of God, His holy nation, His 
holy Land, and His sacred program. 


In our next two messages we are going to take up in 
some detail what we believe to be the Bible teaching 
concerning the land of Palestine and its place among 
the kingdoms of the world today. We believe that God 
has given in His Word, the solution for man’s problems, 
and if men and the leaders of the nations would only 
turn to the Word of God instead of seeking their own 
wisdom and logic and understanding, and by their own 
ingenuity to bring themselves out of the maze and the 
mess of misunderstanding which is gripping the world 
today, all these problems could be solved. However, we 
know that in the program of God, it will not come until 
the Lord Jesus Christ Himself returns again to this 
earth. In our succeeding messages we shall deal with 
this problem of Palestine according to the Word of God. 
We trust that you will ask yourself the question now, 
however, as we come to the close of this message, “Am 
I ready for these end-time events?” Let me remind you 
that before the final revival of Babylonianism and the 
doom of the ungodly kingdoms of this world, the Lord 
Jesus Christ is coming back again to take His Church 
unto Himself, to take us into Heaven with Himself at 
the Judgment Seat of Christ, and those who shall be 
left behind will have to pass through the awful judgment 
of the tribulation period so graphically described in the 
book of the Revelation. May I ask you, “Are you ready 
to meet the One and only King of Kings, the Lord of 
Lords, the Lord Jesus Christ?” Belshazzar was feasting 
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amidst the judgment that was impending. Then God’s 
warning fingers came, and then the judgment fell. You, 
too, my friend, if you are unsaved, are feasting amidst 
the ominous rumblings of coming judgment, and this is 
God’s warning to you to flee from the wrath to come be- 
fore it is too late. God help you to look to Christ now 
and be saved. 


CHAPTER FOUR 


“Belshazzar the king made a great feast to a 
thousand of his lords, and drank wine before the 
thousand. 


Belshazzar, while he tasted the wine, commanded 
to bring the golden and silver vessels which his 
father Nebuchadnezzar had taken out of the temple 
which was in Jerusalem; that the king, and his 
princes, his wives, and his concubines, might drink 
therein. 


Then they brought the golden vessels that were 
taken out of the temple of the house of God which 
was at Jerusalem; and the king, and his princes, his 
wives, and his concubines, drank in them. 


They drank wine, and praised the gods of gold, and 
of silver, of brass, of iron, of wood, and of stone.” 


Daniel 5:1-4 


In our previous message we pointed out that the 
occasion for the judgment of God upon king Belshazzar, 
king of Babylon, was the fact that he stretched forth his 
hand to touch the things which God has consecrated and 
declared holy, even the vessels which king Nebuchadnezzar 
had taken from the holy temple in the holy city of Jeru- 
salem in the Holy Land, and had taken God’s covenant 
people captive and scattered them throughout the king- 
doms of the world. This act always brings forth the 
judgment of Almighty God. Way back in making His 
covenant with Abraham, He had said, “Blessing, I will 
bless them that bless thee, and cursing, I will curse 
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them that curse thee.” And it is the record of history, 
indelibly written, that any nation which has ever per- 
secuted God’s ancient people, Israel, and has captured 
the Holy Land which belongs to this covenant people, 
has always suffered the wrath and the judgment of 
Almighty God, and so it will be even unto the end. 


Now before taking up the Biblical account of God’s 
purpose for the land of Palestine, and for His ancient 
people, Israel, I want it thoroughly understood, that 
what I have to say is not in criticism of what any of 
the nations of the world are doing today. It is not my 
business to criticize or to find fault, but rather in a 
positive and in a constructive way to set before you the 
program as it is outlined in the Word of God; the 
solution of the problem of the middle east today, as it 
is given beyond a shadow of doubt in the words of 
prophecy. God has not left us in darkness, and if the 
leaders of the nations today would turn to the Word of 
God and the words of the prophets they would have in 
a moment the solution to the problem which has been 
vexing the nations throughout all these centuries and 
millenniums as regards this little parcel of land which 
we call the Holy Land, a small section of land, com- 
prising a territory only one-fourth as big as the entire 
state of Ohio, no larger than New Hampshire or Vermont, 
and yet it has been the very nub of controversy and of 
bloody strife and revolution throughout all the ages. 
Today, right at this season we are more than ever re- 
minded of the importance of this land of Palestine, the 
Holy Land. Once a year all of Christendom celebrates 
the birth of a man who was born in a stable, laid in a 
manger, in this little land of the eastern end of the 
Mediterranean. It was there where the Prince of Peace 
the Lord Jesus Christ, came, where He taught, where 
He suffered, where He was crucified, and died, where 
He was buried, where He arose again, from which He 
ascended into heaven, and to which according to prophecy 
He will return again when He comes to take the king- 
doms of the world and to make them His very own. But 
not only once a year is this land in the headlines but 
every day in.the year we read in our papers and hear 
the reports over the radio, of the difficulties and the 
problems of the Holy Land, the Land of Palestine. We 
are led to ask WHY? WHY? All this commotion about 
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a . “piece of land which we could tuck away three 
times over in Lake Michigan alone, and yet which is 
more important apparently to the peace of this world 
than any other problem which is before the nations 
today. We want you to consider, therefore, very care- 
fully some of the things that we shall point out as 
revealed in the Word of God. 


The program of God centers about one people and one 
land as far as the governments of this world are con- 
cerned. That one people is called “Israel,” and that one 
land is called in Scripture, the land of Palestine, the land 
of Canaan, the Promised Land, and the Glorious Land. 
Israel is the nation composed of the natural descendants 
of Abraham through Isaac and through Jacob and his 
twelve sons. The land is that parcel of ground located 
in Mesopotamia, comprising a section of land according 
to the original grant given to Abraham, from the River 
Nile to the River Euphrates, and bounded on the west 
by the Mediterranean Sea. In history Israel only possessed 
a very small part of this land, the part known as 
Palestine, but in prophecy the Lord has promised the 
entire country to them for an everlasting possession. 
These two, the people of Israel and the land of Israel, 
were included in the covenant which God made with 
Abraham when He called him out of the Ur of the 
Chaldeas. It was a covenant of grace that God made 
with Abraham. Now remember, a covenant of grace is a 
covenant which God makes with Himself in the interest 
of another. A covenant of grace is always an unconditional 
covenant, and depends for its complete fulfillment upon 
the faithfulness of God alone and is in no way dependent 
upon the faithfulness or behaviour of men FOR WHOM 
the covenant has been made. There are no “ifs” in the 
covenant of grace. The moment a single condition is 
added which man must fulfill, it ceases to be of grace 
and becomes immediately a covenant of works. This 
covenant of grace occupies a large part of the record 
of the life of Abraham. God repeated it seven times to 
Abraham alone. Then repeated it again to Isaac, and 
then to Jacob, and then to Moses. Later to David and 
to Solomon, and again and again to the children of 
Israel through the prophets. We shall study just a few 
of them in the time that we have. 
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“Now the Lord had said unto Abram, Get ae 
of thy country, and from thy kindred, and from 
thy father’s house, unto a land that I will shew thee: 
And I will make of thee a great nation, and I will 


bless thee, and make thy name great; and thou 
shalt be a blessing:” Genesis 12:1-2 


Notice two things about this covenant of Grace which 
God made with~ Abraham. First, God does it all. There 
are no conditions on the part of Abraham, except to 
believe God in that which He promises to do. God says, 
I WILL shew thee the land.” He says, “I WILL make 
thee a great nation.” He says, “I WILL bless thee.” 
God does it, you will notice, all because it is a covenant 
ss ea and independent of anything which Abram is 
o do. 


Secondly, notice that the covenant has to do with a 
land. He says, Go unto a land that I will shew thee. 
And then notice, too, that it has to do with a seed, for 
He says, I will make of thee a great nation. The two 
objects of the covenant of God’s grace made to Abraham 
are a PEOPLE and the LAND which this people are 
to possess. No matter where you pick up the line of the 
covenant, it is always with reference to the land and 
the people of this land. Israel and the land are forever 
inseparable, and are inseparably associated from the 
very first. Please bear these two words in mind, Israel 
oe land is dere They are inseparable. Notice 

s connection the followi i i 
i ae. wing quotation from Genesis 


“And the Lord said unto Abram, after that Lot 
was separated from him, Lift up now thine eyes, 
and look from the place where thou art northward, 
and southward, and eastward, and westward; 

For all the LAND which thou seest, to thee will I 
give it, and to thy SEED forcver. 


And I will make thy SEED as the dust of the 
earth . .. Arise, walk through the LAND in the 
length of it and in the breadth of it; for I will 
give it unto thee.” Genesis 13:14-17 
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) 
Then in Genesis 15:18 we read: 


“In the same day the Lord made a covenant with 


Abram, saying, Unto THY SEED HAVE I GIVEN 
THIS LAND, from the river of Egypt unto the 


great river, the river Euphrates.” 


In this passage we have God giving to Abraham 
the boundaries of the land which his seed was to possess. 
It includes far more than is usually considered when 
we speak of the land of Palestine, yet God promised all 
this land to Abraham and his seed, and therefore the 
promise must still lie in the future. The prophecies of 
the Old and New Testament both assert that this 
glorious time when Israel shall return to the land and 
possess all of it is very near at hand. Now notice 


Genesis 17: verse 4 


“As for me, behold, my covenant ts with thee, and 
thou shalt be a father of many nations. 


And I will establish my covenant between me and 
thee and thy secd after thee in their generations for 
an everlasting covenant, to be a God unto thee, 
and fo thy seed after thee. 


And I will give unto thee, and to thy seed after 


thee, the land whercin thou art a_ stranger, all 
the land of Canaan, for an everlasting possession; 


and I will be their God.” Genesis 17:4, 7, 8 


In this re-affirmation of the covenant we have God 
giving the term during which the covenant shall last, 
and please notice, it was to be an everlasting covenant. 
Time and space prevents us from giving the many other 
passages where the covenant is re-stated and confirmed 
to Isaac, to Jacob, to Moses, to David, and through the 
Prophets, but in each case the same two elements are 
repeated and we repeat them. 


FIRST. It is all of grace. God does not promise this 
to Abraham on condition that his seed shall be found 
faithful. There are no “ifs” in this covenant anywhere. 
God knew what an unfaithful nation Israel would be 
during the days of the prophets and the kings and how 
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they would rebel and turn from God a 
would reject God’s own Son when He seo mages 
world, but all this could not in the least affect the 
ce of grace which God made with them through 
raham. Because He, this is, God, could swear by a 


greater, He sware by Himself.

Surely these words need 
Israel’s history and her dispersion an 
the present devolopements throughout the 
racial unrest, the wave of racial animosity w 
sweeping over the earth today. And so today the nation 
is out of the land because she failed, not because their 


God had failed. 
GRACE STILL STANDS 
But all of the failures of the nation and all the years 
of her dispersion cannot break the covenant of grace 
which God made with Abraham, and after He has 
purified and chastened the nation He will fulfil every 
single promise of the Abrahamic covenant and bring 
Israel back and plant them forever in their land and 
they shall never be pulled up out of the land anymore. 
Amos 9:15. Listen to the words of the Lord concerning 
this people in Amos 9:14-15 
“And I will bring again the captivity of my people 
of Israel, and they shall build the waste cities an 
inhabit them; and they shall plant vineyards, and 
drink the wine thereof; they shall also make gar- 
dens, and eat the fruit of them. 


AND I WILL PLANT THEM UPON THEIR 
LAND, AND THEY SHALL NO MORE BE 
PULLED UP OUT OF THEIR LAND WHICH I 
HAVE GIVEN THEM, SAITH THE LORD 
THY GOD.” Amos 9:14-15 
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“And yet for all that, when they be in the land 
of their enemies, I will not cast them away, neither 
will I abhor them, fo destroy them utterly, and 
to break my covenant with them: for I am the Lord 


their God. 


But I will for their sakes remember the covenant 
of their ancestors, whom I brought forth out of 


the land of Egypt.” Leviticus 26:44-45 


This was before the law was given, written in Leviticus 
26: verses 44 and 45. Even though Israel breaks the 
covenant of works and must be punished and chastened 
because of it, it in no way affects God’s covenant of 
grace. Here is where the great mass of Christians stumble. 
They imagine that because Israel had failed, God has 
forsaken them as a nation and God is all through with 
Israel and she will never go back to the land again, and 
the church has become spiritual Israel instead. All this 
error results from a misunderstanding of grace. A cov- 
enant of grace cannot be broken because it depends upon 
the faithfulness of God and not upon man’s faithfulness. 
The enjoyment of that covenant of grace depends on 
man’s faithfulness, to be sure, but it can never affect 
God’s part in fulfilling it all. To teach, therefore, that 
Israel will not go back to the Holy Land as a nation 
and possess it forever as God’s earthly covenant people 
and to teach the church now has taken Israel’s place is 
to reveal ignorance of the basic meaning of grace, for 
God’s grace never fails. 


THE NEW TESTAMENT TRUTH 


In the third chapter of Galations Paul is using an 
illustration to prove that man is not saved by works 
but by grace, and the illustration he uses, strangely 
enough, is the covenant of grace made with Abraham. 


Here is the record: 
“And this I say, that the covenant, that was con- 
firmed before of God in Christ, (the covenant with 
Abraham) the law, (the covenant of works) which 


was four hundred and thirty years after, cannot 
disannul, that it should make the promise of none 
effect. 
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For if the inheritance be of the law, (that is, of 
works) it is no more of promise: but God gave it 
to Abraham by promise.” Galatians 3:17-18 


Now do not hurry over that passage. Notice what 
Paul says. He says that the law covenant which Israel 
failed to keep cannot set aside or disannul the covenant 
of promise which God made previously, so even though 
Israel fails under the law, God’s promise to Abraham 
concerning their everlasting possession of the Holy Land 
still stands. 


THE LAND BELONGS TO ISRAEL 


It is as true today as it was in Abraham’s day that 
the land of Palestine belongs to Israel and no one else. 
God still considers the land as belonging to Abraham’s 
seed. In Leviticus 25:23 we read: 


“The land shall not be sold for ever: for the land 
is mine; for ye are strangers and sojourners with me.” 


God says the land is mine, and ye, (that is Israel) 
are sojourners with Me. It is the land of God, the land 
God promised; it is the land where the Son of God 
became a Man; it is the land where He walked for 
thirty-three years; it is the land where He suffered and 
died and was crucified; it is the land where He was 
buried and where He arose; it is the land from which 
He ascended into heaven; and it is the land to which He 
is coming back again. He is coming back, and when He 
comes He. will not land in America, or in Britian, but 
His feet shall stand in that day upon the Mount of 
Olives which is before Jerusalem to the east. This is 
the Holy Land, preserved for a holy people. 


God has an earthly people and He has a land. Both 
of these He promises to vindicate and defend to the 
end. He promised Abraham “To bless them that bless 
thee, and curse him that _curseth thee.” And history has 
proven that God keeps His Word. Every nation which 
has ever persecuted Israel has gone down under God’s 
judgment. God has dealt with every one of them. Pharaoh 
of Egypt, Nebuchadnezzar, Alexander, the Roman Empire, 
and even the more modern nations of these latter days 
and centuries. Every one has come under the judgment 
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of God, because they, like Belshazzar, have stretched 
out their hand to touch Israel, called in the Bible the 


“apple of His eye.” 
TRUE OF THE LAND ALSO 


What was true of the people is just as true of the 
land which God included in His covenant with Abraham. 
No nation has any right to the Holy Land of Palestine 
but the nation to whom God Himself has given it, and 
history has proven that every nation which has conquered 
Palestine and taken it away from Israel, all or in part, 
has invited the judgment of the Almighty. No, nation, 
I repeat, has ever escaped the judgment of God which 
has conquered with the land or with the people of Israel. 
History stands a mute monument to the proof of this 
assertion. Even the Crusades failed because the Chris- 
tians, while they wanted to deliver the land from the 
sons of Ishmael, were not intent upon giving it back 
to its rightful owner, the sons of Isaac. Had the Crusaders 
gone forth with the firm intention of delivering the land 
and giving it exclusively to the rightful owners, no 
armies or combination of armies could have stopped them, 
for God would have been on their side. The solution of 
this world’s ills lies in this one formula. Bringing God’s 
covenant People into God’s Holy Land. Thank God this 
is going to be accomplished when the Lord Jesus Christ 
comes again. Oh, that the nations of this world, and its 
leaders might learn to seek what God has to say in His 
Holy Word concerning the problem that is vexing the 
nations today. God help us to study His Word in these 
last closing days so that when the Lord shall come we 
shall be ready for His appearing and not be ashamed at 
His coming. Are you ready? May God help you, and may 
God bless you. 


CHAPTER FIVE 


No single country of all countries of the world has 
been so much in the public eye, so much in the news, the 
past months and years as the land of Palestine. This 
land is known by a variety of names. One of the most 


common names we hear it called over the air and in the 
newspapers is the Holy Land, or the Promised Land. 
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This is the land which God promised to Abraham and to 
his seed as an everlasting possession, and even though 
it has been in the hands of the nations of the world for 
many, many centuries, God’s covenant still defines it as 
the land which God promised to a particular, peculiar 
nation, the Nation of Israel, the descendants of the 
twelve tribes of Jacob. It is significant that it should 
be called the Holy Land, for the word, holy, has several 
meanings in Scripture. It does not, as some suppose, 
always mean holiness in character or conduct or walk. 
The word, holy, is also applied to inanimate objects. It 
is applied to the tabernacle, the vessels of the tabernacle, 
and to a large number of other things. We ourselves are 
called a holy people in our position, and because we are 
holy, separated unto God, He expects of us holiness in 
conduct. The word, holy, when applied to a land or to 
inanimate objects means that it has been set aside for 
a definite purpose. Now the Land of Palestine is the 
Holy Land because in His eternal purpose and program, 
God has set it aside for the one purpose of occupation by 
His peculiar people, the descendants of Jacob, and because 
it is God’s Holy Land, anyone who tampers with God’s 
Holy Land, and seeks to separate its people from their 
possesion comes under the judgment of God. This is the 
record of history. We have a striking example of it in 
this chapter in Daniel which we are stucying in these lect- 
ures where Belshazzar, the king, streched forth his hand 
and touched the holy things of God, the vessels that had 
been taken from the holy temple of Jerusalem in the land 
of Judah. As a result, God brought swift and speedy judg- 
ment upon the nation and Babylon fell and came to a dis- 
mal end. Today the same thing is still true in principle, 
and the Holy Land, that little parcel of land situated at 
the eastern end of the Mediterranean sea, is still the 
key to the world’s problem. When the nation of that 
land to whom God has promised it by covenant is given 
full and free possession of this land, then only will the 
nations be at rest and the peace for which men strive 
shall finally be realized. 


In recent years, there has been much indication of the 
fact that this is about to be consumated, and we believe 
that we are at the very threshold of that glorious time 
when Israel shall be fully restored to the land again and 
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the millennial rest by the coming of the Messiah will 
be ushered in. Many Bible students were quite certain 
some twenty or twenty-five years ago that we had just 
about reached that period in history where Israel would be 
restored to the land and it would be the signal for 
the return of the Lord Jesus Christ. It is a well-known 
fact established by history that when the tide of war 
was turning against the Allies in the First World War, 
it was a humble, modest little Jewish chemist, now world 
famous and very much in the news again, Dr. Chaim 
Weitzman, who came forward in the zero hour of the 
apparent defeat of the Allies with a formula for the 
most powerful explosive ever discovered up to _ that 
time, T.N.T., and donated that discovery to his beloved 
country, Britain, and that turned the tide of victory for 
the Allies. (See Lloyd George’s “Memoirs” which gives 
a graphic account of this whole procedure.) Then it was 
that Lord Balfour announced that in event of victory 
over the enemy, the land of Palestine. the Holy Land, 
would be set aside and given to Israel as her national 
homeland. Well, you rememher the war ended, and the 
Balfour declaration gave Britain the mandate over the 
entire land of Palestine, the Holy Land. Here we believe 
was the golden opportunity. She had it in her power 
and her right to clear the land of its unlawful possessors 
and make it exclusively the homeland for God’s scattered 
people. However, for reasons of expediency or otherwise, 
this dream, this promise, was never fully realized. We 
want it understood that we are not criticizing, in any 
way the action of the nation in doing this, but only 
giving you the historical facts. So that instead of 
Palestine being set aside as a homeland for the nation 
of Israel, the Arabs, the direct descendants of Ishmael, 
were permitted to remain in the tent with the seed of 
Isaac, and the history of Abraham’s tent was repeated. 
If only the nations had been able to see their wavy clear 
to keep their promise to set aside the Holy Land as a 
national refuge and returned it again to their rightful 
possessors to whom God has promised it, God might have 
raised many, many more of the seed of Jacob like Dr. 
Weitzman to bring blessing and help to the nations of the 
world. If you are on God’s side, you will always have 
a majority, for God is always able if you only obey His 
will. A matter of faith, surely it is, purely a matter of 
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faith, and sadly tragic it is to say, that at that crucial 
hour this well-intentioned promise of restoring the land 
again to Israel was not kept and the awful crisis con- 
tinues and the unrest in the land is gaining by leaps and 
by bounds. 


ISAAC AND ISHMAEL 


You will recall the history of Abraham with his 
eldest son, Ishmael, and his covenant son, Isaac. Abraham 
had among other children, two: Ishmael, the first-born 
who was born of the Egyptian woman in the tent of 
Abraham, and the second, born thirteen years later, was 
called Isaac, to whom God had promised that He would 
give—and to his seed forever the land of the promised 
covenant, even the land of Palestine. Now as long as 
Ishmael was alone in the tent of Abraham, there was 
no trouble of any kind, but when thirteen years later 
Isaac was born, the trouble began. The advice of Sarah 
was, “Send Ishmael away out of the tent,” and when 
Abraham refused to put Ishmael out God appeared to 
him and said to him these words: “Put out the son of 
the bondwoman, for the son of the bondwoman shall not 
be heir with Isaac, the son of promise.” Abraham obeyed, 
and peace was restored. Isaac and Ishmael cannot dwell 
in the same tent at the same time. Now, of course, you 
know that Isaac was the father of Israel, and Ishmael 
was the father of the Ishmaelites. The present day Arabs 
are the direct descendants of Ishmael. They were in the 
land first, of course, because Ishmael was born in the 
tent before Isaac was there, but God has promised it, 
not to Ishmael, not the son of the bondwoman, but to 
Isaac, the son of the covenant. Now historically, again 
we find that the Ishmaelites who are the descendants of 
Ishmael were in the land first when all of this con- 
troversy arose some twenty or twenty-five years ago, 
but when the land was set aside for the coming of Israel, 
Ishmael must go. Well, you remember the historical story. 
While the land had been promised and was promised as 
a homeland for the descendants of Isaac, and there the 
trouble has been ever since, and has continued and will 
continue until God’s program so clearly laid down shall 
be obeyed. The Palestine problem will continue until in 
obedience to God the sons of the bondwoman are put out 
to make way for the sons of promise. 
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DIVIDING THE LAND 


Then came probably the greatest mistake and the 
greatest error of all. Before we take up this tragic error, 
may I again say that we are not seeking in any way to 
be critical but only setting forth the teachings of the 
Word of God in the hope that it may come to the at- 
tention of those who are in a position to do something 
about it in order that God’s plan which can never be 
ignored may be carried out. In seeking to quiet the unrest 
in the land, the Holy Land, and to put a stop to the con- 
tinual fighting of Jews and Arabs, the proposal was 
put forward to divide the land into a number of divisions 
or states. And so just recently the proposal was again 
revived to divide the land and split it into three or four 
separate parts. The northern part was to be set aside 
for the Arabs; the small part in the south in Judea was 
to be for the descendants of Isaac, the Israelites, and 
then the other parts would be under the nation’s control 
as a central federal government that should have juris- 
diction over both parts. Oh, if the nations had only 
known what this proposal really means. It marks the 
beginning of one of the saddest periods of human history, 
and is an omen of the approaching end. The word of 
God is very, very clear that to divide the land, the Holy 
Land is to commit a crime that God will not permit to 
go unjudged. We remember what a protest went up from 
the Zionists all over the world and the strong denunciation 
from the people of Israel when this was first proposed. 
And the proposal has not in any way solved the problem 
but the difficulties, on the contrary, have only continued 
to increase and will increase until we give heed to the 
“Thus saith the Lord.” 


THE DOUBLE SIN 


In Daniel, chapter three, the Lord tells us the reasons 
why He is going to judge the nations in the latter days, 
especially in the tribulation period, and He gives two, 
two very definite reasons for the coming of God’s judg- 
ment upon the nations. Listen very carefully to Joel 3:2: 


“I will also gather all nations, and will bring 
them down into the valley of Jehosaphat, and will 
plead with them there for my people and for my 
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heritage (now nofe very, very carefully) Israel, 
whom they have scattered among the nations, and 
parted (or divided) my land.” 


Now note the two reasons why God says He is going 
to judge the nations in the end time. It is first, they 
have scattered my people among the nations. Second, 
they have parted or divided my land. And don’t miss 
this. God says it is MY land and He is refering to the 
land of Palestine which we know usually as the Holy 
Land. The first sin, many of the uations have committed 
by persecuting God’s people, and we have seen them go 
down one after another for God’s Word cannot be broken. 
The second great error, and we are praying that God will 
open the eyes of the leaders of the nations and cause 
them to repent and enjoy the blessing of the Lord, the 
second of these sins is the proposal to divide, to partition, 
the land of Palestine. Or turn if you will, to Daniel 
Chapter 11. Here, in describing the act of the anti-christ, 
we read this: 


“Thus shall he (that is, the antichrist) do in the most 
strong holds with a strange god, whom he shall 
acknowledge and increase with glory: and he shall 


cause them to rule over many, and SHALL DIVIDE 
THE LAND for gain.” Daniel 11:39 


And then follows the description of God’s judgment 
upon the man of sin and his ruin because of this particular 
sin. All this, please note, follows immediately upon the 
statement that he shall divide the land for gain. 


THE LAST STRAW 


According to the clear teaching of the Word of God, 
the next event in the program of God is the catching 
away of the Church of the Lord Jesus. Then the man of 
sin, the antichrist, the anti-type of a Nimrod and Nebu- 
chadnezzar and the Caesars will appear upon the scene. 
He will first of all promise the nation of Israel to restore 
them back again into their land, and when he has by 
deception gained their confidence, he is going to turn 
upon them in the midst of that tribulation period, and 
will repeat the sin of dividing the land of Palestine. And 
when he stretches out his hand to touch that which is 
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holy, that which God called “My land”, it will be the 
last straw, it will be the occasion for the coming of the 
judgment of Almighty God upon the man of sin and upon 
all his armies and upon all his program, and they shall 
be miserably destroyed at the return of the Lord Jesus 
Christ in power and in great glory. It is well to remem- 
ber this because it is taught in type as well as direct 
statement throughout all the Scripture. Just remember 
that Belshazzar who is a type of this coming man of 
sin made this great mistake of stretching forth his hand 
to touch the things which God had called holy. 


Now we have taken a great deal of time and gone 
into considerable detail in order to set before you what 
we believe to be according to the Word of God the basic 
problem of the world today, and the only hope for the 
longed for and sought for peace for which man is striv- 
ing. Israel is still God’s chosen nation. That does not 
mean that they as individuals can be saved without the 
Lord Jesus Christ, but as a nation they are still God’s 
chosen nation. Palestine, the Holy Land, is still God’s 
chosen land, and there can be no peace in this world 
until the nation and the land according to God’s purpose 
are again wholly united. Every peace effort, all of the 
wisdom of diplomats and endless bloodshed will never 
bring about a government which will assure lasting 
tranquillity and prosperity. Only as the nation is back 
in the land and the Messiah is their king, will the time 
come when they shall “beat their swords into plough- 
shares and their spears into pruning hooks, and they shall 
learn war no more.” The key to lasting peace is the land 
of Israel and the Israel of the land. The Lord has com- 
manded us to pray for the peace of Jerusalem; they shall 
prosper that love thee. When Jerusalem is at peace the 
world will be at peace, Let us pray that the leaders of 
the nations may soon see that God is on the side of 
those that recognize His program. We believe that the 
wars that have been ravaging the world, and causing 
utter destruction of many of the nations and which have 
avowed to exterminate Israel and are seeking to conquer 
Palestine will ultimately be defeated. Soon the day will 
be here when the oppressors shall cease, and 
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“Jesus shall reign where’re the sun 
Does his successive journeys run; 

His kingdom spread from shore to shore, 
Till moons shall wax and wane no more.” 


We have tried to set before you the program of God. 
May we again say that we have not in any way tried to 
enter into any political argument or set ourselves up as 
judges of what the nations are doing or to be critical in 
any destructive sense, but only to set before you what we 
believe from the very depths of our heart to be the in- 
spired program of Almighty God with the firm conviction 
that until the nations of the world learn God’s program 
and are willing to follow His formula for peace, there 
can be no lasting peace. Let us pray for our leaders, 
let us pray for our nation, let us pray for the nations 
of this world, that the time shall soon come when every 
knee shall bow to the Lord Jesus Christ and every tongue 
confess that Jesus Christ is Lord to the glory of God 
the Father. Then shall peace like a river cover the 
earth. Then shall Israel be at rest in her own land. Then 
shall the nations know war no more. Every man shall sit 
under his own vine and under his own fig tree, and the 
long hoped for, long prayed for, millennial age of peace 
will come when the nations shall be at rest and Christ 
shall have dominion over land and sea. God haste the 
day. In closing may we ask you, are you ready for that 
time? Very soon we believe, from all indications round 
about us, the Lord Jesus Christ will return and you 
will have to stand before Him personally to give an ac- 
count of what you have done with Him. On whose side are 
you today? God help you. God bless you.

When I saw Acheson yesterday on another matter, he 
produced spontaneously a memorandum embodying his 
recollections of what he had said to me on January 2ist 


about Palestine. (See my telegram No. 599), The text 
is contained in my immediately following telegram, It 
differs in some slight respects from the record I sent to 
you, Acheson recognised this and excused himself, 
apologising also for the "flatness" of the memorandum, 

2. I tock this opportunity to speak in the sense of 
your paragraph 2 and I grumbled that we jppad had no answers 
to the many communications we had made to his department 
about advertisements, He said that the question of tax 
exemption was now under discussion with the Treasury end 
that we would receive an answer soon, I think that I moved 
him a little about the unpleasant possibilities that might 
be in store for the United States Government when the 
Palestine question went to the United Nations.

The American Government, for domestic and other 
reasons, would find it easier to support in the United 
Nations and elsewhere the solution of the Palestine 
problem calling for partition and the setting up of | 
a viable Jewish state than any other solution at present 
under consideration.

study and further discussion should come to the 
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conclusion that the partition solution would be 
unworkable and if it should be successful in working 
out in consultation with Arabs and J ews a solution, 
whieh in its opinion could successfully be put into 
effect, lying somewhere between the partition plan and 
the Morrison~Grady Cantonisation plan, the American |

It is assumed that the 
British Government understands that the American 
Government could not participate in the carrying out 
of any solution by armed force. The President is 
planning in the near future to recomend to Congress 
the enactment of legislation which would permit 
immigration into the United States of a substantial 
number of displaced persons in Europe. Such 
legislation, if enacted, should make it clear to both 

 Arabsand Jews that the United States is prepared on its 
part to accept an appropriate share of Jewish 
displaced persons. 
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4. Since the British Government has special | 
knowledge derived from its many years’ administration 
of Palestine and since it is engaging in direct 
conversations with Arabs and Jews, it should be in 

a better position than any other GOvermnent to sense

5. The American Goverment, while realising 
that the British Government alone can decide the 
course which it should follow, would regret 
decision of the British Government to turn the 
nandate over to the General Assembly without 
recommendations. Such a course might well lead 
tO much confusion and violence in Paiestine 
and elsewhere in the Near Hast.
